FATAL RAILROAD ACUDÍ NT IX 
MARYLAND. 


Riot in Cork—Arrest o f Supposed 
Train Robbers—Ben Ali V. ins 
—Colorow Captured.

ALMOST A HIOT. 
ltostou Iriahineu Inceused at the Faneuil 
Hull Celebration. 
B o sto n , June 21st.—Mayor O'Brien re­ 
plied to the committee which waited on 
him to-day and requested him to veto the 
permit granted to British subjects to cele­ 
brate the (¿ueen’s jubilee in Faneuil Hall 
to-night, that he had no power in the 
premises, so the celebration was held. 
Probably no meeting ever held in Boston 
created such intense excitement. So bitter 
were Irishmen that violence was feared. 
Before seven o’clock groups of men 
and boys began to gather around the 
hall, and their numbers were rapidlv aug­ 
mented until the square was nearly filled 
with people In a very few minutes a de­ 
tail ol police arrived. Then another came, 
and still another, with Deputy Superin­ 
tendent Burrill in command, until over 100 
ollieers were on the ground, and orders 
weregiven to keep the walks and space in 
front of the entrace to the hall clear. It 
was only by the exertions of the police that 
violence was prevented. 
THE CI.AN-NA-GAKL “ CELEBRATES.'' 
New York, June 21st.—A Jubilee “ cele­ 
bration ' under the auspices of the Clan- 
Na-Gael was held at Cooper Union to­ 
night. The reading desk was covered with 
black velvet, and the stage was draped in 
mourning. Siatistics showing the deaths 
of Irishmen in exile, in dungeons, on the 
scaffold and of famine, and other victims 
duiing (pieen Victoria's reign, were promi­ 
nently displayed, and on the black-bor- 
hered badges of the ushers were the words: 
“ Fifty years of misery for Ireland.” The 
attendance was large. 
Resolutions were passed protesting against 
the desecration of American soil by jubilee 
demonstrations, and declaring tha't during 
the fifty years of her reign, millions ot the 
Irish race were destroyed by artificial fam­ 
ine, driven out of their own land, or driven 
to death on the scaffold, or in dungeons, for 
thei: love of liberty. 
We desire to recall 
their fate, commemorate their fidelity, and 
declare again our detestation of that rule 
under which they suffered.

liaggtn’s Ken Ali Kedeems Himself aml 
111* Backers* Ducats. 
[( 'pyntftt, 1^7, by Vie California Associated Pr>ss.\ 
New York, June 21st.—[Special.]—To­ 
day brought compensation for the losses on 
Ben Ali in the Suburban, as the colt won 
the supplementary Suburban after a good 
finish with Richmond and Enrus. He was 
ridden hv McLaughlin, and in the betting 
was a hot favorite, the stable plunging on 
him. The other starters included Eurus, 
Royal Arch, the Fairfax stable’s Ilousa- 
tonic, Richmond and Elkwood. The clos­ 
ing prices were—0 against 5 on Ben Ali, 14 
to Ion Richmond, ó to I cn Eurus and 
Royal Arch, and 2 to 1 on the others. 
Eurus was first awaj-, and passing the 
stand led by a length and a half. Housa- 
tonic second, a head in front of Royal 
Arch, and Richmond fourth, a neck before 
lieu Ali. On the turn Royal Arch took 
second, a length behind Eurus and two be­ 
fore Housatonic, who was a length and a 
half before Ben Ali. with Richmond 
lapped. They ran almost without change 
along the back-stretch, but nearing the 
half Eurus increased his lead to four 
lengths, while lien Ali and Richmond be­ 
gan to move up. Turning into the stretch 
Royal Arch was beaten, and Richmond and 
Ben Ali dashed for Euius. They caught 
him at the five-furlong pole, and then ap­ 
proached the finish.

For the surf stakes, Haggin’s Guarantee, 
ridden by Hamilton, was a strong favorite 
at 5 to 2. The other starters were Mag- 
netizer. Fan ta, Omaha, Miracle and Bal- 
ston. The latter was a strong second 
choice, while J to 1 was offered against 
Magnetiser.

Batting was 6 to 7 against the 
winner. 
The three-quarters of a mile, Saxony, the 
favorite, won, Henry Ru-se! second, Bram- 
bleton third. Time, 1:14j. 
The Coney Island stakes, one mile and 
one eighth, The Bard, the favorite, won, 
Troubadour second. Time, 1:55. Haggin s 
Ben Ali was drawn. 
The race for the Tidal stakes, one mile, 
Hanover, the favorite won, Kingston sec­ 
ond, Oneko third. Time, 1:111. 
TERRIBLE COLLISION’. 
A Kailroart Disaster by wliicli Many Were 
Injured and Oue killed. 
H a v r e d k G ra c e (Md ), June 2lst.—This 
village was the scene of a terrible disaster 
about 6 o'clock ibis afternoon. At the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
depot the track for several hundred yards 
presents a horrible picture. The express 
due here at 5:38 had left the station and 
run hut a few yards when it was met by 
tha Congressional express from Washing­ 
ton, running at a high rate of speed, and a 
frightful wreck ensued. The fast express 
struck the baggage car of the southbound 
train just as it crossed the switch below the 
depot and crashed into the parlor car be­ 
hind, overturning and demolishing both of 
them. No one on the northbound train 
was hurt, hut the southbound train of six 
cars was full of passengers, and nearly all 
were more or less injured, and Alexander 
Gautrom. of Washington, D. C„ was in­ 
stantly killed.

Tucson (A. T.), June 21st.—The several 
parties sent out by the Mexican Govern­ 
ment to inquire into the truth of the volca­ 
noes believed to he in active eruption in 
the Sierra Madres have reported. That 
portion of the commission investigating 
m the neighborhood of Bavispe and Ba- 
eerae tailed to find an eruptive volcano, 
but instead they found an immense chasm 
of 20 miles in length, with an average 
width of ft-cru 15 to 20 feet. This gieat rift 
runs along the back of what is apparently 
the most solid portion of this gigantic 
range. Many other apertures of less di­ 
mensions were also found, some of them 
even teaching down into the cultured fields 
below. 
The commission operating in the neigh­ 
borhood of Oputo, C uasaba?, G ranados and 
Naeori report having found distinct craters 
in the Sierra of La Casitos, with the mouth 
of a crater in the highest part of the moun­ 
tain on the north side, two in the Sierra 
Deguepari, two in the Sierra del Bdcapizi 
and one in the Sierra de las Joya. 
In some of the mountains the eruptions 
had taken place on the east, while in others 
on the south side.

AZTEC MU M MIES. 
Bodies I 1111(1 in u Cave of Hie- Sierra 
M atlre -Muuntaits, 
Some few weeks ago there was brought 
to this city ^collection of mummies, which 
constitute one of the most remarkable 
scientific discoveries made on the Ameri­ 
can continent. These mummies differ from 
those discovered in Egypt in a remarkable 
degree, being entirely nude, without- wrap­ 
pings, and apparently not having been sub­ 
jected to any embalming process. Hx-pos- 
ure to the a'ir has no effect upon them, the 
flesh having been dried in an hermetically 
sealed cavern until it is like parchment, 
and the weight of the bodies is tnerely 
nominal. 
Mr. Docking, in whose possession these 
specimens are at the present time, tells a 
romantic story regarding their discovery. 
In one of the spurs of the Sierra Madre 
mountains, not far from the bank9 of the 
Gila river, and almost on the boundary line 
between Arizona and New Mexico, a "party 
of American miners was searching tor 
treasnre whi.-h tradition says it buried ir. 
these hills. A cavern was one day diseov 
ered, hermetically sealed with a cement 
which defied the picks oi the pnrtv, and 
only after clipping it off flake by 
flake was an entrance gained to the 
cave. 
Lighted 
only by the flame 
of a blazing pine branch the party traversed 
a passage about thirty feet in length, which 
ended in room cut in the solid rock. Here, 
instead of untold gold and other treasureof 
the Aztecs, they were startled to find a 
number of human bodies, looking more 
ghastly than usual in the flickering light of 
the torches. After recovering from their 
surprise, preparations were made to move 
the remains, but the superstitions natives 
of the vicinity, believing that the bodies 
were those of their gods, objected to the 
proceedings, and it was only with much 
diplomacy and occasional skirmishes that 
they were finally conveyed to a flag station 
on the Southern Pacific Road and trans­ 
ported to this city, where they were placed 
in the charge of Mr. Docking, who still 
keeps thiin in his residence, where they 
have been viewed by a large number of 
scientists and physicians, us well as by the 
various Consuls of foreign powets in this 
city.The most remarkable of the mummies 
are those of a mother and child, which, 
when found,were enveloped in one shroud' 
portions of which are still to be seen cov­ 
ering the lower limbs of the mother. 
Still another mummy is that of a wo­ 
man, her long hair being in a state of per­ 
fect preservation. The feet are small and 
highly arched, while the fingers are long 
and tapering. Remnants of her shroud 
still remaining are oi a darkjblue color, d f 
fering both in this respect and in texture 
from the material of which the other 
shrouds were composed. 
Another remarkable specimen, however, 
is that of a man in a sitting posture, the 
body being considerably larger than any of 
the others. Daring life his girth of chest 
must have been much above the average, 
the whole of the upper portion of the boTiy 
having seemingly been molded in gigantic 
proportions. The cartilaees of the cars and 
nose are still plainly to be seen, while the 
head is covered with a dense growth of 
black hair. The eyebrows are well de­ 
fined, while between the glistening teeth 
protrudes the tongue, now dried to an al­ 
most cork-like consistency. 
The remaining mummy is that of a man, 
said by scientists to have been compara­ 
tively young at the time of his death. 
Many speculations have been made bv 
those who have seen the collection as to 
his relation to the female bodies reclining 
on either side of hint. And the different 
theories of brother and husband have 
many advocates. 
That the remains are those of the ancient 
Aztecs, members of that civilization which 
was destroyed in Mexico by the soldiers of 
Cortf z, there can be no doubt. The woman 
and the smaller man present all the pecu­ 
liar physical conditions attributed to this 
once numerous people. The high cheek 
bones and slanting eyes are there, the thick 
skin and black hair are plainly visible to 
the eye, and the bight of the bodies, al­ 
though they were found more or less 
doubled upon themselves, is estimated at 
about five feet and three iuches. When 
this is taken into consideration, with the 
fact that the Aztecs spread southward from 
about the thirtieth parallel until they in­ 
habited the high plateaus of Mexico" and 
Central America, there can be little doubt 
as to the race of which these mummies 
were once living members. 
The specimens will be shipped East iu a 
few days, and, in all probability, will find 
a resting place in one of the principal tnn- 
seums ot Europe. Although Mr. Docking 
ha? kindly shown them to all scientists 
and historians who have called upon him, 
they will not be placed unon public exhi­ 
bition in this citv.—8. F. Bulletin.

It is believed that either Princess Kani- 
lani will he proclaimed Queen, or (hat Hon. 
Samuel Wilder, who is now io England, 
will be elected Tresident during his ab­ 
sence. 
Mr. \V ilder’s son was a passenger 
to Honolulu by the steamer, as were Abra­ 
ham Hoffnung, the Hawaiian Charge d’Af­ 
faires, and E. C. Macfarlane. 
Large shipments of arms and ammuni­ 
tion have also been made to Honolulu by 
the sailing vessels Forest Queen and Colusa. 
The value of the shipments exceed :V10.COo. 
The denials made by the Hawaiian Con­ 
sul in London and the Hawaiian Minister 
in Washington as to the ex: ffence oi revo­ 
lutionary feelings on tte islands, are 
greatly ridiculed in San Francisco, as the 
officials in question could not possibly be 
acquaintid with the condition of affairs as 
learned by the last-mail.

INVESTIGATION IN ORSEB. 


A local account in another column indi­ 
cates that it would lie in order to overhaul 
the management of the State Printing Of­ 
fice. On the surface it appears that there 
has been, to say the least, looseness in the 
present administration of the office. 
It is 
probable that on the return of Governor 
Rartlett from his vacation he will go to 
the Imttom of the matter, and that what­ 
ever bad management develops will re­ 
ceive correction. The irregularity apjiears to 
relate mainly to the administration of the 
fund for printing and binding the State 
text-books. 
A\ hile 
110 defalcation 
is 
charged, it appears on the surface that the 
text-book fund has been diverted to aid 
the offiee-support fund, which lias buffered 
collapse, due to the Legislature holding 
over for a week, and entailing an unfore­ 
seen cost of some $10,000. 
W hatever the farts may prove *0 he un­ 
der official examination, this is certain: 
that by no manner of contortion can it lie 
made.to reflect upon the wisdom of the 
policy of the State publishing the school 
text-book-. 
Despite the assaults of book 
rings, the intrigues of publishing syndi­ 
cates, the trickery and demagogy of politi­ 
cians, the State text-book system has been 
fully demonstrated to lie wise and eco­ 
nomic. 
Practically, readers, spellers and 
arithmetics have been issued of an order 
eijual to the demands of the educational 
system, at from 50 to 150 )>er cent, less of 
cost to the people than under the system 
that forced them to buy of private pub- 
1 sh-rs. The people now save nearly $200,­ 
00) in hard cash, though only a small por­ 
tion of the books have been delivered com­ 
parable to the whole number that will 
tome into use when all the counties are 
under the operation of the new system, 
besides this, they have been wholly freed 
from the chicane and persecution of the 
book rings, and the corrupting influence 
they exercised in the politics of the State. 
It 
is shown 
very 
clearly, by 
our 
local 
account, 
that 
all 
the 
wiudv 
agitation 
of 
the 
spring 
concerning the printing of the text-books 
in sufficient quantity was without a par­ 
ticle of foundation, and that the charges 
so freely preferred against the State Board 
oi Education and its officers were ground­ 
less and cruel. 
The policy of the Board 
has lieen fully vindicated, and not one of 
the charges laid, ostensibly in the interest 
ot the new system, has been maintained. 
On 
the 
contrary, precisely what 
the 
11K' O R U -I N io n constantly cxmtended has 
proven true—that readers and spellers in 
plenty have been printed, and that there 
is not the slightest probability that the 
supply will he )>ermitted to fall M ow the 
demand ; that the whole wild agitation of 
the 
spring 
went 
off' upon 
p re m is e s 
and assumptions concerning the number of 
children to be supplied with books, not 
wa-ranted 
by 
school 
statistics; 
that 
the excitement which characterized the 
agitation was promoted and encouraged by 
blatant demagogues and shame-faced lead­ 
ers, who had no other than selfish ends to 
conserve. 
It would be interesting to learn what 
these short-sighted men have now to sav 
of the platform charges they made, that 
not enough books were ordered printed, 
and that the State Board of Education was 
secretly plotting to bring the text-book 
system into contempt. 
W e have had no 
personal defenses to make of^anv official 
in the matter, at the same time we refused 
to join in the insane agitation and dema­ 
gogic how! that was raised against the 
Stale l>oard and its officers, because careful 
examination convinced us that there was 
nothing in the charges preferred, and that 
the lsdicy of the Board in ordering the 
printing was best for the people of the 
State. 
V\ hercver and whenever an enemy 
of the State text-book system assails it, 
the R ecord-U nion will be the first to ex­ 
pose him, and to resist bis assaults. 
It 
believes iu the system thoroughly, and 
while that is not all i; might lie or will be, 
and must be made, and though it has re­ 
ceived the opposition of teachers as a rule, 
is fought by book rings and assailed by 
capitalized combinations, we believe it 
will continue to -grow in favor, aod prove 
its value to the people, until in the near 


future it will l»e impossible to find anyone 
op|K>sed to it, or who will advocate return 
to the old and vicious svstem. 


R u l e ! Buffalo B ill; you have taken 
England hv storm, and proved that a clear­ 
headed, bold and dashing American is 
equal to any emergency. 
In the midst of 
the Queen’s jubilee Bill gave a private 
“ Wild W est ” performance, and positively 
there were more crowned heads to see his 
show than ever before attended any pri­ 
vate or public entertainment in Europe. 
H e actually lured the Princess of Wales 
aud the King of Denmark into the Dead- 
wood coach, and a half dozen other blue- 
bloods, and shook up their aristocratie 
bones by a rattling drive of the vehicle 
over a rough road, while Princes and 
Kings of Europe by the dozen, from Nor­ 
way to Austria, and England to Greece, 
looked on and applauded; and “ Bill’s” In­ 
dians dashed down upon the coach with 
shot and lasso and captured the royal 
party in a cloud of dust, powder smoke, 
and with a chorus of yells and war- 
whoops, only to be driven off by Cody’s 
cowboys in true Texan style. 
We must 
confess, however, that our faith is some­ 
what shaken in the verity of the dispatches, 
when it is related that after disporting 
themselves on a switch-back railroad, and 
taking in all the eccentricities of the 
American outdoor exhibition, the royal lot 
successfully grappled with the American 
“ bar ’’ and sampled every American drink 
from a gin cocktail to a brandy smash. 
If 
this is true, and the last effort of nobil­ 
ity to enjoy itself on a “ day out ” did not 
floor it, the Hon. Win. Cody’s assault upon 
royal exclusiveness must have come to 
grief. 
We prefer to believe that Bill 
steered his Kings and Princes clear of the 
“ American Bar.” 


F FTT YEARS. 


I t is perfectly evident that the wine- 
dealers do not mean to aid the wine-grow­ 
ers in their efforts to secure for consumers 
abroad pure California wines. 
They re­ 
fused to meet the growers in council on 
Monday at San Francisco, and sent them 
a politely cold, not to say insulting, letter 
of declination. 
There remains but one 
thing to do, and that is for the growers to 
act as the Xew York Times advises, and es­ 
tablish their own agencies at the East. 
The growers can “ stand it ” longer than the 
dealers, and if it comes to that, are able 
to remain independent of them. 
W ork­ 
ing in harm ony the two agencies could do 
great good for the viticultural industry of 
C alifornia; but in any event the growers 
should not yield to the demand of the deal­ 
ers, to have every wine package broken 
for aualvsis. 
Such a rule would simplv 
cripple the trade and obstruct its growth. 
Samples might be taken without harm to 
the business and put aside, in case a dealer 
should be prosecuted for selling sophisti­ 
cated or adulterated wine. 
The sample 
could then be analyzed. 
But to require 
analysis as a condition precedent to sale, 
is absurd. 


I f there are any personal, public, asso­ 
ciated or other interests that protend to be 
friendly to iuterior California and its full 
development, that do not now come forward 
and aid the State Agricultural Society to 
defeat the effort of the Mechanics’ Fair 
boycotters to crush the State Society, let 
them lie marked for the day of remem­ 
brance and retribution. 
The State Society 
is assailed unreasonably, arbitrarily and in 
a vicious manner, wholly un-Californian 
and unmanly, 
Let the people of the in­ 
terior stand by it now, and make its forth­ 
coming exhibition the greatest of its his­ 
tory. 
It can he done best and most effect­ 
ually by small efforts by the many. 
I<et 
every oue dwelling in mountain and valley 
do something to aid the State Fair, aud such 
an exposition will result as will advertise 
California tenfold more than ever has been 
done. 


In two counties in.V irginia which have 
been admitted to be strongly Republican, 
hut which recently went Democratic, the 
Republicans are contesting the result 011 
the ground of frauds perpetrated. 
Of 
gross outrages having been committed by 
the Democrats there appears to Ik: veri- 
little if any question. 
In fact the proof is 
that in inanv eases no concealments were 
made of the “ stuffing,” and ballot-boxes 
were openly filled up with tickets, so that 
in counting out, the ballots in inanv cases 
were double the number of the voters in 
the precincts. 
It was thought that the 
Southern Democracy had given over these 
methods, hut the Virginia cases indicate 
that the old trick of counting out the col­ 
ored vote is being revived. 


I f the English people are, as the d is­ 
patches say, “ mad with jo y ” over the ju ­ 
bilee, it is a fitting opportunity for them 
to relax the rigor of their policy toward 
one section of the United Kingdom. 
In 
the midst of such a celebration the Tories 
might raise a monument to English fame, 
loftier than any of the past, by yielding 
their demands and meeting Gladstone upon 
the democratic platform of home rule. 


To w h a t base uses old W estminster 
was put when the Abbey was turned into 
a temporary lunch-room, and flasks went 
round to keep up the flagging strength of 
waiting aristocrats at the Queen’s jubilee. 
It would have been 1 letter if Victoria had 
held her commemoration celebration else­ 
where, rather than subject the historic 
pile to such a record in its history. 


It seems incredible that two women in 
England should have been allowed to 
pummel each other in the prize ring un­ 
til one of them fell dead. 
Brutal as are 
exhibitions of fisticuffs in this country, we 
do not lielicve that any crowd of men in 
America could be gathered that would 
stand by and permit such a fiendish affair 
to proceed. 


I t is not within the possibilities that 
the present generation will lie witness to a 
gathering 6uch as that in London yester­ 
day, or any at all comparable to it in 
brilliancy. 


W h e a t was cornered, but escaped ; cof­ 
fee was the victim of the bulls, hut recov­ 
ered its liberty; now rice is being “cinched” 
—it is time for the Chinese to rise. 


T h e ‘ A l t a ’s ’ B o y c o tt.—The Bakers' 
Union ;n San Francisco made some impe­ 
rious demands upon the master bakers. 
One Wilson refused to comply. He em­ 
ployed one journeyman on I 
who was 
content with his place, wage and the duties 
required of him. both employer and em­ 
ploye being satisfied, one would think it 
the business cf no oue else. But the union 
made it its business, declared a boycott 011 
Wilson's small place and smaller business, 
and stationed a man in front of his door to 
warn people away from the shop. Wilson 
defended himself by thrashing the guard 
soundly, for which he was snatched into 
Ccnri. But the Police Judge declared he 
had done well, and discharged him. There­ 
upon the Bakers’ Union proposed to hold 
a mass meeting at Wilson's doorstep, but 
the city authorities said to them, “Hire a 
ball,” and the meeting was not held. In all 
these proceedings the San Francisco Alta 
took sides with Wilson and the author­ 
ities, and against the bakers. 
For this it 
is now receiving their especial attention in 
the shape of a boycott. 


VICTORIA’S LONG AND SUCCESS­ 
FUL REIGN. 


H er P eople 
C elebrate 
th e G reat 
J u b ilee A nniversary—London 
in H olid ay A ttire. 
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L osaos, June Jlat.—(Special.]- \Vc have had 
poor gallantry in the Capital or anywhere else 
since Pnnce Albert died, more than a quarter 
of a century ago. The bringing home, in 1X60, 
of his Danish bride by the Prince of Wales was 
the next great royal event, and the thanksgiv­ 
ing service after his recovery from illness, In 
1872, was the last public spectacle ot the first 
rank in all those yeais. The Queen’s visit to 
open the new law Courts, four years ago, and 
her recent progress to inaugurate the People’s 
Palace in East End were in no sense state pa­ 
geants. Nor does this jubilee procession com­ 
pare with the entry of the Prince's into London 
In 1X63 in popular enthusiasm , for the distance 
traversed on the former occasion was about six 
miles, while four and a half m illion Cockneys 
and an extra m illion of provincial excursion­ 
ists had to pack them selves into less than two 
miles of street line. Here is the picture as it 
presented itself early this morning: llcadilly, 
from the Hyde Park corner, is a splendid 
sight. Each m ansion vies w ith its neighbor 
in effectiveness of decoration. 
Costly rugs 
and curtains fioatiug outside give the gayest 
appearance to the windows; flags of all nations 
flutter from every pinnacle; festoons of ribbons 
aud flowers curve from graceful Venetian masts 
along the eurbstooes. The Hothschild mansion 
is a tableau of floral display. 
The old house 
Lord Byron lived iu, aud now owned by Sir A. 
Bothwick, is equally effective, and the famous 
home of the Paimerstons, where 
I saw the 
Prince in 1863 step his horses and lalute the 
jolly old Premier. Iias Its grand stand behind 
the garden wall filled with rank and beauty. 
But everybody has come out in holiday attire, 
regardless of cost or trouble. 
There never has been a royal procession d ur­ 
ing the Queen's reign without some hostile dem ­ 
onstration, though it has always been as eon* 
tem ptible as essentially mean aud meaningless. 
Three tim es the Queen lias seen a pistol pointed 
at her, though the last tim e a led flag hanging 
from the barrel was the nearest resemblance to 
fire. We hear whispers of disloyal dem onstra­ 
tions to-day. bat if any foolish m alcontents 
provoke the good tem per of the crowd they will 
have a short shrift from the sight seers who 
object to the wrong thing being done at the 
wrong tim e and in the wrong place. 
At 10 o'clock all vehicular traffic was per­ 
em ptorily stopped on account of the immense 
jum ot people on foot, and no conveyances of 
any sorf w ill be perm itted in the streets of Lon­ 
don outside of royal procession until 2 o'clock 
to morrow morning. How ou earth all the 
people are to fee. or even to breathe (aitd 
women, too), beats all calculation. But they 
have come to see the Queeu in her crown aud 
robes. At least, they tnink thev will see her- 
hut they certainly won’t see the crown, even if 
lucky enough to see the royal pate. The actual 
crowu is a fearful engine of torture, and. a s a 
m atter of fact, was never worn but once, and 
that during the coronation. The coronet, or 
m inor crown, her Majesty wears to-day is a 
m uch larger and finer affair than the toy crown 
she dons when she opens Parliam ent 
Despite 
the naturally surly expression of her mouth 
the Queen lias a decided queenly beating' 
which strikes you as distinct from that of anv 
dowager among the m any who still iKissess 
beamy. But her “ m otherliucss " of late years 
lias com bined with this peculiarly dignified air 
iu endowing the Queen with that indescribable 
quality of which true grace is perhaps the key­ 
note. She rides in one of the old, open state 
carriages, especially adorned to m ake up for 
the royal carriage u « d o n state occasions but 
which, being closed, is discarded to-day 
The 
Lord Chancellor, or some other functionary is 
bringing the real crown, with its cushion'anil 
robes and scepter, in this closed carriage so the 
people may not lose that little of the show. 
THE ROTAL i'BOCESStON, CEREMONY. ETC. 
Lo n d o n. June 21st.—The first day of the fifty- 
first year of the reign of Queen Victoria opened 
w ith perfect sum m er weather. Thousands ol 
people who yesterday selected locations along 
the route of to-day’s procession, in order to re­ 
tain them , occupied them all night. Asteadv 
stream of carnages and pedestriaus poured con­ 
stantly all night through the city, from all di­ 
rections. toward the West End. At 'J o'clock the 
line of the route was a compact mass of people 
Everybody, despite tlie discomfort of crowding 
m anifested the utmost good humor. 
The first royal procession was composed of 
Indian Princes and a few m inor German Princes 
Punctually at 11:10 A. m. the Queen, iu an open 
carriage, emerged from the palace gates 
At 
the sight of her thousands of voices were lifted 
up in cheers, the applause being accompanied 
by the music of many m ilitary bands stationed 
iu front of the palace. The Queen did not wear 
her state robes, but w a s dressed in black 
Her 
carriage was draw n by eight ponies. The I'rinee 
of Wales, the Puke of Edinburgh. thc*Duke of 
Conaught, her sons: the Grown Prince Imp<ri-1 
of Germany, the Marquis of Lome, Prince Chris­ 
tian ot Schlesweig-Holstein. and I'rinee Henry 
of Battcnberg. her sons-in-law ; and Prince Al­ 
bert Victor, and George of Wales. Prince Albeit 
of Edinburgh, and Prince William of Prussia 
her grandsons, all rode I11 full uniform beside 
the Queen’s coach as u bodv guard. 
TheQ ucen's carriage was’a large one of choc­ 
olate color, the wheels of red aud tbe roval arms 
in gold emblazoned ui»on the panels. Red 
morocco harness was used for the horses, which 
were otherwise decorated w ith royal blue rib­ 
bon. All the servants wore state liveries of 
scarlet and gold. 
The other carriages, containing members of 
the royal family, were ot gorgeous character. 
The procession slowly made its way until Well 
ington Arch was reached. Then the first intro­ 
duction to the Loudon streets ensued 
Emerg­ 
ing from Wellington Arch, the first to greet the 
L. ueeu were the convalescent patients and others 
at St. George’s Hospital, which was packed from 
basement to roof, seats having been erected for 
many thousands over the roof of the hospital 
It 
was not until Devonshire House was 
reached that the Queeu realized the grand prep 
aratious that had been made to greet her. Here 
the Marquis of Harrington had had a sparious 
gallery erected, from which mnnv hundreds of 
gayly-dressed ladies waved their handkerchiefs 
and cheered the Queen. From this point to 
Westminster Abbey every point of vantiwe had 
been seized by contractors to fix scats.” siron 
fronts and first floors were rented at from £20 
to £60 each, and iu some casts more. 
At St. Jam es’ Parish church 1,000 children 
were seated and sang "God Save tlie Queen." 
On reaching tlie Regent Circle, where six main 
stre-ts converge, th s sight was a memorable 
one. the streets Leiug all splendidly decorated 
Many Americans secured seats at the palatial 
commercial establishm ent in Waterloo place 
aud joined in the enthusiasm as warmly as 
the English. In Trafalgar -Square nothing'but 
heads were to be seen. The crowd here w as 
tremendous. It complctclv eclipsed anv that 
has assembled at the great political gatherings 
ol recent years. 
When the procession reached the Thames 
em bankm ent the enthusiasm was indescribable. 
All along the em bankm ent, where not occu- 
E 
icdby public gardens, seats and galleries had 
ecu erected. The ground Hoor oftlieA bbev 
was concealed by lofty gran --stands, called1 St 
Margate:*,’ 
the scats of which sold for five 
guineas each. 
On the procession nearing the Abbey the 
troops saluted, guns were fired, the tiells on the 
churches rang out merry peals, and Hags were 
run up, the cheering being continuous until the 
Queen passed into the Abbey door. After pass­ 
ing through the vestibule her Majesty was con­ 
ducted to thegrand dais under tbe lantern tower 
She was surrounded by 82 members of the roval 
family. The scene in tlie Abbey when the 
Quieu entered was dazzling. Ten thousand 
people were seated. 
Tney all arose. 
The 
women discarded their wraps and revealed the 
full splendor of their beauty and attire. Three 
tiers and galleries had been built in the Ab!>ey 
with seats for to,000. 
The Queen w as evidently impressed w ith tlie 
scene. She was noticeably pale. She soon, 
however, recovered and regained the bright 
and pleasant aspect she had borne all the morn­ 
ing. 
'1 he Queen’s advent was arranged so that she 
entered the Abbey precisely at noon. D G. 
Bridge. Organist of the Abbey, who hud for the 
occasion a specially trained choir of -.tiO voices 
s.-lccted from the great choirs of Loudon, the 
num ber ot soloists, besides a large accom pani­ 
m ent of brass instrum ents and drum ”,gradually 
drew the immense congregation into silence and 
their respective places, to be p epared for the 
Queen s coming, by rendering selections in a 
m anuerthat m sde every person within hearing 
of the great organ eager to catch its softest 
note. 
When the Queen reached the Abbey, snd tbe 
royal procession was forming in the m arquee 
outside the west door, the State trum peters in 
g<ad and crimson uniforms executed fanfares 
Irom the organ loft, nearly in the tem er of the 
edifice. 
U hen the clergy at the head o f tbe 
royal procession moved into the church the Na­ 
tional Anthem was rendered bv the organ. Tbe 
music was thrilling, and the audience rose as a 
unit and lent their ten thousand voices to ac­ 
company the eho.r. The effect was gratad, so 
profound, that m any persons were moved to 
tea s. 
It was at this moment that the Queen ap­ 
peared w ithin the doors. Whoa tbe singing of 
tne anthem ceased, and the processional m arch 
from H andel's “ Oroasionai 
Oratorio " 
— 
given by the organ (luring the progress c f the 
Queen and royal family o the dais. When they 
were seated the Archbishop of Uonterberv and 
I Hd T lr- .1 Ts n f H* net m lliii 
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the Dean of W estminister had taken their 
places w ithin the saer&rium and began the 
services by asking of God a blessing upon the 
Queen.

The Ernu- 
hrai Tc Dominui was sung, with organ and brass 
band accom panim ent. 
J hen the'De&n of West- 
m m s'er advanced to the a itir rail and read the 
•• Less at for the Day," the First Epistle of 
Peter, chapter li.. verse 6. Dr. Bridge's special 
authc-m. selected by the Queen last year as her 
j ; hi lee anth-m , was n*-xt rendered, followed 
b y a c h ral " gotha " composed by the Prince 
Consort. In tne rests 'h e National Anthem was 
iutrodu.-ed. Two more special prayers for the 
defense of the faith, the spiritu.I welfare 01 the 
Kingdom and for peace and love followed, and 
w ere supplemented by the Benediction, w hich 
was prouounecd by tbe Arcbhi-hop. 
When the lienedictioa had been said the 
Queen's sons knelt before her and kissed her 
j Laud. They then anise and her Majesty ki-sed 
each upon his cheek. The Princesses next ad­ 
j vuneed to the Queen and kissed her hand, and 
‘ bite kissed them all, favoring some twice, arid 


m aking an unusual dem onstration over the 
Princess of Wales and Princess Beatrice. Other 
relative" of the Queen then saluted her, aud 
she shook hands with some and kissed others, 
kissing the Crowu Prince Frederick William of 
Germany twice, very heartily each rime. A t all 
this the congregation applauded warmlv. After 
the royal salutations had all been made, the 
Queen descended the dais and moved out of the 
Abbey, preceded by the royal family, the con­ 
gregation standing and cheering with fervor all 
the while. The congregation at once dissolved. 
AFTER THE CEREMONY. 
On leaving the Abbey the Qneeu took the 
route she went after her coronation. When the 
royal procession reached Parliam ent street it 
found tlie roads as densely crowded a s before, 
aud in some places more so. The grand stand 
facing the Horse Guards and alongside the 
Chapel Royal was a memorable sight. The 
Queen gratefully acknowledged the salutes and 
cheering of the occupauts. 
Passing through 
Trafalgar 
Square into Pall Mall the noon­ 
day scenes were re-enacted. As the procession 
passed into St. Jam es street the Queen took a 
long glance and smiled at an aged lady who 
was at one of the windows of St. Jam es' Palace. 
The aged lady was the Duchess of Cambridge. 
Passing up St. Jam es street, the whole of 
which was splendidly decorated, the pageant 
again turned into Piccadillv, which was literally 
packed with enthusiastic 
sight-seers, 
who, 
not content with one view, had rushed across 
St. Jam es and Green Park to get another view 
in Piccadilly. Buckingham Palace w a s reached 
w ithout special Incident. 
Her Majesty passed into the palace am idst the 
most tum ultuous cheering, with her escort of 
Generals on either side. The Marquis and Mar­ 
chioness of Salisbury, who had hurried to the 
palace by a short route, were present to receive 
her. The Queen bore the journey well, and was 
seen soon after her return laughing and smiling 
at the royal children, who were upon the m ain 
balcony of the palace, and kissing her hands to 
them. 
LAST NIGHT'B ROYAL BANqi’ ET. 
A reception and banquet was given at the 
Palace to-night, the guests being limited to 
members of the royal families and diplomats. 
M inister Phelps was present. 
Jl'B lL E E HONORS. 
On the advice of Lord Salisbury, jubilee hon­ 
ors will be conferred on several Liberal-Union- 
ists. 
The Peers to ire created in honor of the 
Queen's jubilee will include Sir W illiam Arm­ 
strong, Str Jam es McNafighten, McGare! Hog" 
and Right Hon. George Selater Booth. 
INCIDENTS OF THE DAY. 
A num ber of persons along the route were 
crushed into iuseusibility ana were removed to 
the hospitals. Quite a num ber were also over­ 
powered by the heat. 
The horse ridden by the Murquis of Lome 
threw him while the procession was moving 
along Constitution Hill. The Queen stopped 
her carriage to a-k the Marquis if he was in­ 
jured. He assured her that he was not, but re­ 
linquished his place as one of the royal escorts, 
and went to tlie Abbey by a shorter route. 
Queen Kapiolani’s presents to Queen Victoria 
will consist eutirely of featherwork of the most 
unique character, and said by those who have 
seen the presents, as surprising. 
The Americans present at the service iu the Ab­ 
bey w ere: U. S. Minister Lawton, Senators Mc­ 
Pherson and Hale, Congressman Perry Belmont, 
Mr. Gill filian, of Minnesota ; Professor Parker, 
of Dartmouth College, and Mrs. Jos. Pulitzer. 
The most conspicuous figure in the procession 
was the German Crown Prince. 
The police reports show that fifty persons were 
adm itted to Charing Cross Hospital during the 
day. They had been spectators of the pageant. 
The majority of them had fainted in. conse­ 
quence of the great brush. 
One m an was killed by a horse. 
Several patients were adm itted to Westminster 
Hospital suffering from prostration caused by 
the heat, crowdiug and excitem ent. Three are 
seriously ill. 
United States Minister Lawton drove to West­ 
m inster iu a landau, his black robes contrasting 
rem arkably w ith the gray uniforms of his 
brother-diplom ats in the Abbey.

Two bands, one in the pavil­ 
ion and the other in the am phitheater dis­ 
coursed English airs to the delight of the vast 
assemblage, while the notes of the Scottish 
bagpipes arose- from all corners of the grounds. 
Indeed, on account of the H ighland costumes 
worn by most of them, the Scotch elem ent was 
by far the most conspicuous. Roses—the red 
rose ol 5 ark aud the white rose of Lancaster— 
were to be seen everywhere, in the lapels ol 
(•oats aod form iug|t he corsage bouquets of the 
ladies, m any of whom a'so carried bunches of 
England's flowers in their hands. 
During the m orning the larger portion of the

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A S a c ra m e n to Y o u th D ro w n ed . 
Last Sunday afternoon P. Lippi, a boy 
about 18 years of age, who formerly re­ 
sided in Sacramento, where his father now 
lives, was drowned near Moore's dam, a 
few miles from Woodland. The Woodland 
Democrat says that four young men, all 
Americans, were engaged in bathing, when 
Lippi and another Italian came up. 
Lippi 
suggested that he and his companion also 
take a swim. 
The elder foreigner de­ 
murred, saying that hecould not swim, and 
requested that Lippi would not go into the 
water, as he, also, was unable to swim. 
The latter persisted, however, but said he 
would not go in unless the Americans 
would promise to assist him. This piomise 
was readily given, and the Italian stripped 
off his clothing and went into the water. 
The boys came up to assist him, and suc­ 
cessfully carried him across a deep hole, 
about twenty feet wide. They then started 
to return, but were not as caretul as 
before, and when about ten feet from 
the bank the Italian's head went under 
water. H e was badly frightened, as the 
water partially strangled him, and he 
soon commenced to struggle and kick. 
This alarmed the boys, and thev all let go, 
though the forsaken boy did grasp hold of 
the hand of one of the Americans. He 
was soon forced to let go his onlv hold on 
life, and sank to the bottom like a stone, 
never rising again. In the meantime the 
other boys had reached the bauk, and to­ 
gether with the other Italian, watched the 
poor boy drown, without an effort to save 
him . 
He was only abont ten feet from the 
bank, and by joing hands a chain could 
have been easily formed and the boy saved. 
They were either too much excited or 
frightened to think of anything, however, 
until some moments afterwards, when they 
went and got some pitch forks with which 
the body was fished out. The remains were 
taken to Woodland, where an inquest was 
held.

INVESTIGATION 
OF THE STATE 
PRINTING OFFICE REQUIRED. 


School T ext-B ook F u n d Strangely 
E x h a u sted . L eaving Over $ -0 ,- 
OOO to be A ccounted For. 


It has been “ in the a ir 1' for some days 
that all is not right in the State Printing 
Office. 
The R ecord-Uniox has applied 
itself for a single day to inquiry into the 
matter, and developed enough in that time 
to warrant it in saying that Superintendent 
Shoaff’s system of administering the office 
needs investigation. 
Prim arily starting out to ascertain why 
the school text-book fund has reached ¡its 
last dregs and not prodaced the volumes it 
should have done, the R ecord-Ukion be­ 
lieves that it has found that that fund has 
been trenched upon by the Superintendent 
in order to maintain the office, “support 
fnnd,’’ which some time ago collapsed. As 
the law requires—for the good reason that 
the exact cost of the school books must 
be 
known—that 
the text-book 
fund 
shall be used for no other purpose, any 
support of the office for general purposes 
upon its strength, is not only mismanage­ 
ment, but misappropriation, and indicates 
either willful disregard of duty or positive 
incompetency on the part of Mr. Shoaff. 
The statement given below will be found 
to disclose a looseness of method on the 
part of the Superintendent that amounts to 
mismanagement that scandalizes the print­ 
ing department, if not worse, and warrants 
the suggestion that the Executive should— 
as he doubtless will—investigate the m at­ 
ter thoroughly, and lay bare every fact [hat 
will elucidate the truth. 
Soon after the adjournment of the last 
Legislature there was a noisy demand 
made by the Knights of Labor upon the 
State Board of Education for the expend­ 
iture of the $29,449 remaining as a balance 
in the school text-book fund from last 
year, and $7,500 appropriated in March, 
1887, in all making about $87,000. This it 
was claimed by the Knights of Labor, and 
the workingmen in the State Printing Of­ 
fice, and especially by the bindery depart­ 
ment, would lapse into the general fund at 
the end of the fiscal year, July 1st, unless 
previously used ; and they then demanded 
to know why—as the State had to have the 
books, and the men and women were then 
on hand at the State Printing Office to make 
them—why not make them then, instead 
of at a later date ? 
This presented a very plausible argu­ 
ment for the public ear, and they fortified 
it and made it more so by endeavoring to 
show that the State Board of Education, 
(and notably State Superintendent Hoitt), 
was.an enemy of the school-book system, 
and that the refusal to expend the monev 
at once was a part of the scheme to break 
down the new school-book enterprise. 
In addition to this, they presented to the 
people the statement, after alleged ac­ 
curate estimate made, that the text-book 
money on band would keep these men and 
women employed in the State Printing Of­ 
fice until July 1, 1887, and by that time, 
and with this fund which they demanded 
should be so expended, without a mo­ 
m ent’s delay, 90,000 more school books 
would be manufactured. In short—that 
here were the funds waiting to be expend­ 
ed: here were the men and women waiting 
to have it expended in their behalf, and 
that here were the people of the State de­ 
manding 
that 
these 90,000 additional 
school 
books 
be 
made 
for 
them, 
and that they should all 
be 
made 
before July 
1st, 
or the dear people 
would “get left,” and then children would 
be cheated out of having any books to study 
when the school year, succeeding July 1st, 
opened. 
To fortify this impression, they claimed 
that there were not readers and spellers 
enough on hand to meet the demands, aud 
this claim was set up in the face of the 
official certification of the State Board o 
Education, that it had ascertained the 
number of books that would be needed; 
that the full number had been already pro­ 
vided, and that 10,000 surplus copies were 
on hand. 
As another means of convincing the 
public, mind 
that these false allega­ 
tions 
were 
true, 
they 
got 
up 
and held a public meeting in San Fran­ 
cisco, at which General Thomas J. Clunie, 
a Democratic demagogue, and J. M. Days, 
a Republican demagogue, and other smaller 
fry of similar purpose, made inflammatory 
speeches against the State Board, and al­ 
leged, in the face of the official showings, 
that there were not books enough for the 
public, and demanded that the text­ 
book fund on hand should be at once ex­ 
pended as demanded by those who wished 
to do the work. 
To prove that the figures of the State 
Board were incorrect, they gave the whole 
number of census children between five 
and seventeen years of age, subtracted from 
this the num ber of books printed, and, 
bolding up their hands, said : “ See the 
deficiency, and what a big cat there 
must be in the meal tub.” 
They utterly 
ignored the fact that upwards of 22 per 
cent of the census children of the State 
never attend any school; that 7| per cent, 
attend private schools, making upwards of 
30 per cent.; also s’ill further than this, 
that a portion of those who do attend pub­ 
lic schools do not use either reader or 
speller. 
These facts were clearly and distinctly 
stated by the Record Union, and given as 
official from the State Board, prior to the 
San Francisco meeting, and they were re­ 
peated in the San Francisco press. Not­ 
withstanding this, the facts were ignored 
and a crusade 
prosecuted. 
Tnere is 
every reason to 
believe, from subse­ 
quent developments, tbat 
these 
men 
who, 
in 
the 
face 
of 
these facts 
harangued the people, were not misled, but 
were acting secretly in the interest of book 
rings to bring the text-book system into 
contempt. 
It not so, then the panics so 
active in the matter were extremely ignor­ 
ant. 
To make this still clearer, it must be re­ 
membered that about this time there was 
issued an eigbt-page pamphlet, which was 
printed in the State Printing Office, but 
which bore no signature. It has, however, 
been frequently quoted from since as Super­ 
intendent Sboalfs statement, and which 
he 
has 
admitted 
to 
have 
pub­ 
lished at public 
expense. 
The 
con­ 
clusion 
of 
the 
pamphlet, 
after 
much elaborate and false figrring, was 
that there was needed about 70,000 Frist 
Readers. 44.000 Second Readers, 20,000 
Third Readers, about -32,000 Spellers and 
33.600 Arithmetics. 
This circular, which, as above stated, 
was acknowledged to be printed and put 
forth by the State Printer, demanded that 
tbe State Board should at once order 
printed 53.000additional Readers and Spell­ 
ers. and also an edition of 35.000 Arithme­ 
tics. 
It 
was 
also stated, 
in circu­ 
lars, 
that 
there 
was 
ample monev 
on 
band in tbe text-book fund with 
which to print these additional supplies, 
before July 1st, and tbat by ordering 
the work done the cause of labor and tbe 
interest of the people would be conserved. 
When the demands were being made 
for the publication of the additional edi­ 
tions of readers and spellers, the response 
was made by the Board, in declining to ac­ 
cede to the cry, first, tbat a full supply 
was already on hand, but the strongest 
reason given was that the arithmetic should 
be put forward first, as it would be needed 
by July, and that there would be time to 
print the additional supply of readers and 
spellers after the arithmetic had been pub­ 
lished. 
Let it be remembered that up to this 
time no arithm etic whatever for the State 
series had been printed; that the new 
school year would begin on the 1st of July, 
and that arithmetics would be as much 
needed as readers and spellers. On the 25th 
of March the State Board of Education or­ 
dered 25,000 arithmetics printed, and this 
was followed soon after by orders for print­ 
ing 15,000 more second readers, 10,000 
spellers, and still other orders have been 
waiting iu the hands of the Secretary of the 
Board for the completion of this work. 
Now let us see what time has developed: 
It is the 22d day of June.the State Printer 
has had full sway under the above orders, 
and the entire text-book fund, for which 
clamor was made, has been at bis service. 
Where now ure the funds, and where are 
the 50,000 books that have been ordered by 
the Board, to say nothing of the full 
90,000, which the office avowed its ability 
to manufacture with the funds then on 
j hand, and complete by July 1st. 
The only reply that"can be made was ob­ 
: tained by inquiry at the State bindery yes- 
trrday, when it was ascertained that only 
> 10,230 of the 25,000 Arithmetics have been 
1 completed, and by reason of the funds be­ 
. ing exhausted, no more will be finished 
until after the next fiscal year’s appro­ 
, priation 
becomes 
available—on

and folded, and the sheets for the 10,000

This covers the entire work done un­ 
der the orders of the Board, and in do­ 
ing which, the entire fund has disap­ 
peared. 
How this state of affairs has 
come 
about 
it 
is 
difficult 
to 
de­ 
termine upon 
any ground 
that does 
not involve crookedness, and the more so 
since upon the -1th inst. Superintendent 
Shoaff made a written report to ^he State 
Board of Education that the entire edition 
of 25,00<r arithmetics had been completed, 
and that tbe entire cost of the same was 
$7,738 02. As above stated, there are in 
reality but 10,230 finished to date. 
In order, however, to be more than 
liberal in the statement of the case with the 
State Printing Office, let it be conceded 
that the entire edition of 25,000 arithm e­ 
tics is completed, at the cost already re­ 
ported—$7,738 02; that the 13,000 second 
readers (none of which are as vet bound) 
are also completed, at a cost of $3,­ 
490, that being the ascertained actual 
cost 
of 
previous 
editions; 
and 
that 
the 
10,000 
spellers (which are 
not yet even printed) are fully completed 
at a cost of $1,500, which is also the known 
expense of a like number of the previous 
edition ; in addition to this there has also 
been an expense of not to exceed $500 upon 
tbe grammar. 
These four items of ex­ 
pense 
combined, and 
they 
are 
all 
that can 
be properly charged to the 
text-book fund, so far as can be ascertained, 
and we have a total of only $13,228 02. 
Assuming that there is now as mnch stock 
on hand as when the office was turned 
over 
by 
Colonel 
Ayers — and 
this 
is 
believed 
to 
be 
favorable 
to Mr. Shoafl—we have then, to be ac­ 
counted for, the difference between the 
$13,228 02, as shown above to have been 
expended, and $36,500, the text-book fund, 
which has been exhausted by the State 
Printer since the 1st of January. This dif­ 
ference is $23,271 98. The public will be 
extremely anxious for any explanation of 
this discrepancy, and the Governor will 
unquestionably require that one be made 
or an investigation will follow. 


New M e tro p o lita n T h e a te r. 
W. J. Gilmore’s “ Devil's Auction ” spec­ 
tacle drew an exceedingly large audience last 
night. There is not an actor in the com­ 
pany a poorer lot of readers, indeed, is 
seldom got together. W hat little dramatic 
ability was manifest in this direction is to 
be credited to Ignacio Martinetti and Edith 
Murilla. As a spectacle, however, “ The 
Devil’s Auction ’ is on a high key. Its 
scenic effects are many and flaming, and 
its mechanical effects numerous and good. 
There is a ballet 
of 
seventeen per­ 
sons that is 
thoroughly well drilled, 
and 
its 
women 
are 
graceful 
and 
pretty. All the participants in the spec­ 
tacle are prompt in action, correct in pose 
and admirably drilled. The costumery is 
all good, some of it especially rich and 
novel. The orchestra is large and the 
music spirited and well executed. There 
is one group of grotesque dancers and 
tumblers—the Salmonskvs—in 
the first 
act, that has not been equalled here. In 
the second act a pair of acrobats—the 
brothers Garmella—give a wonderful ex­ 
hibition in tumbling and comic feats of 
strength and agility and in some respects 
are superior to the best ever seen here. In 
the third act the three Lorellas gave a gro­ 
tesque gymnastic performance of the first 
order. 
Perhaps the best 
pantomimic, 
musical and terpsichorean part of tbe long 
and brilliant series of spectacles, was the 
Mikado in ballet. It introduced all the 
best music of that comic opera, to dances 
excellently performed 
and 
in 
which 
Steccioni, 
the 
premiere, 
was 
especially successful. A juggler (Melville) 
in the second act was a notably strong feat 
ure. 
Tbe transformation scenes, ballet 
changes, varied costumery, lively music, 
new scenery—mnch of it fine—the dancing, 
gymnastic exhibitions, juggling, posing’ 
striking tableaux, lime lights, mechanical 
devices, etc., make the piece one of brill­ 
iancy-. 
Let there be said what there 
may about the 
taste of 
the public, 
it 
will 
flock 
to 
see 
spectacles 
at 
a high 
price, while 
dramatic worth 
goes begging at half the admission rates. 
Probably tbe recollections of youth, when 
juvenility delighted in the antics of clown, 
the adventures of Harlequin and the mis­ 
haps of Pantaloon, are so vivid with adults 
that people take keen pleasure in material­ 
izing them whenever opportunity offers. 
Certain it is, “ The Devil's Auction,” with 
its 
harrassed 
innocent 
maiden, 
its 
villain who 
sells his soul to Satan, 
its 
fairy 
queen, 
its 
champion 
of 
beauty 
and 
its 
palace 
of 
delights, 
and its cavernous chambers of the demons, 
draws and fills tbe managerial purse. The 
piece will be given for the last time to­ 
night. One amendm ent to the programme 
Mr. Gilmore should adopt, would be to cut 
out the singing by the “ Fairy Guardian ” 
of the “ lover ” of the piece. At least leave 
about her something of the illusion which 
her attempt to sing utterly destroys, to say 
nothing of the vulgar taste manifested In 
making Sullivan and Tug Wilson the sub­ 
jects of her song. The voluptuous nudity 
of the “ Fairy ” may be forgiven, since it is 
conventional with this order of spectacles, 
but her singing is an infliction tbe audience 
does not deserve. 


F ire Y esterd ay M orning. 
About three o'clock yesterday morning 
it was discovered tbat H. W. Rivett's car­ 
pet-beating establishment on O street be­ 
tween Thirteenth and Fourteenth, was on 
fire. Two alarms were turned in almost 
simultaneously, the watchman 
at 
the 
Phoenix Mills having waited for a short 
time after seeing the light for some one to 
give an alarm nearer to it, and finally 
turned in box 23 at the same moment that 
21 was turned in.

Captain Sam Deal, formerly of this city, 
took charge of the Clay-street wharf. San 
Francisco, last Monday. 
The grand larceny case of The People vs. 
S. D. Smith was yesterday in the Superior 
Coart continued until to-morrow. 
The report that Billy Newbert, of the 
Altas, was seriously ill in San Francisco, 
was a canard. 
H e has returned from that 
city as hearty as could he desired. 
The fan and parasol party gi ven by Jones, 
Fisch A Watson at Turner Hall last even­ 
ing was well attended, it being the last 
Tuesday evening dance of the season. 
Eighteen carloads of tea went East by 
special train from San Francisco last even­ 
ing. As an experimental test, ihe cars 
were all supplied with the new Cowell 
coupler. 
Felix Conway employed as night clerk 
at the Western Hotel, was severely injured 
on M street last evening, by his horse 
stumbling and falling upon him . No bones 
were broken, however. 
The Governor yesterday appointed Chas. 
Henry Phelps a Commissioner of Deeds 
foy the State of New York, to reside in New 
York city; and C. M. Bates, of Highland 
Springs, Lake county, was appointed a 
Notary Public. 
The Board of Trustees of the State Nor­ 
mal Schools will meet at San Jose on Fri­ 
day evening, when it is understood that 
the deed for the Chico State Normal 
School site, and perpetual water right, will 
be presented, as a gift from General John 
Bidwell and wife. 
About 7 o’clock last night a party of 
Italians got into a free fight at the Roma 
Hotel, on Second street, between 1 and J, 
and were having it very animatedly when 
Captain Karcber, and 
officers O'Meara, 
Rider, Sullivan and Carroll appeared and 
arrested four of the disputants. 
These arrests were made yesterday : Jos. 
Semeneta, by Captain Karcher and officer 
O’Meara; Carolini Charley, Lncina Du 
Pau, J. Lamanali and Wni. H. Henchel, 
by officers Rider, Sullivan and Carroll ;

The average Signal Service temperature 
yesterday was 75°, being 7° warmer than 
the normal for that day. The highest and 
lowest was 98° and 01°, with gentle'to fresh 
southerly winds and clear weather during 
the morning and evening, and fresh north­ 
erly winds during the middle of the day. 
W eather clear. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, received information yes­ 
terday that eleven new cases of small-pox 
have developed at Ensenada, Lower Cali­ 
fornia, not far from the State line. The 
doctor goes to San Francisco this morning 
to arrange for the establishment of a quar­ 
antine on the border. 
Frank Estabrook yesterday made appli­ 
cation to Judge Armstrong for a writ of 
habeas corpus in favor of five Chinamen, 
whom he claims are illegally restrained of 
their liberty by Constable Davis, of Fol­ 
som, on a commitment issued by Justice 
Anderson. 
A writ was ordered to issue, 
returnable in the Superior Court at 3 e. m! 
to day. 
Colonel Waring, the sanitary engineer, 
has made a report upon the subject of sew­ 
erage in Sacramento to the City Trustees. 
He submits two systems, one contemplating 
a deep main sewer emptying into a well or 
vault at its Lower end, which would need 
to be pumped out or siphoned. The other 
system provides for wells or vaults in va­ 
rious parts of the city, into which the sew­ 
ers would empty. 
Fish Commissioner Sherwood, who re­ 
turned a few days since from Sisson and 
Dunsmuir, say* that he secured the pro­ 
mise of the mill-owners that they would 
not 
put any more sawdust into the 
streams. Only one mill had been working 
for some time, and that had not done much 
damage. The blasting of rocks with giant 
power was doing the most damage, aud 
that will not be continued.

James T. McMahon, of Winters, in a 
communication to the Woodland Mail, ad­ 
vocates the growing of ramie in some of 
the large wheat-raising counties. He sa.vs : 
“The fact has been thoroughly demon­ 
strated in this county tbat the farmer must 
diversify, and the man who commences to 
diversify his crops get his neck out of the 
halter the quicker. 
W hile all cannot raise 
fruit and vegetables, yet if tbe really enter­ 
prising man will look around for some sub­ 
stitute for the non-paying crop which has 
kept him poor all his life, he will gener­ 
ally find it.” 
At San Francisco on Monday the action 
of J. Gillig against Albert Gallatin came up 
for hearing in the United States Circuit 
Court as a plea in abatement to the action, 
on the ground that the facts at issue, in­ 
volving $3.918 39, were exactly similar to 
another case pending between the same 
parties in tbe same tribunal, and its settle­ 
ment would determine all the issues in this 
case. 
The Court took this view of the 
matter, sustained the demurrer, and gave 
plaintiff leave to amend before the first 
Monday in August. The action arises out 
of the winding ud of the affairs of the 
bankrupt firm, Gillig. Mott .fc Co , of Sac­ 
ramento. and involves an Alabama claim 
for over $23,000, premiums pam in war 
risks, in addition, to the first-mentioned 
sum.
